NEW YORK Even if they can’t afford the real 
thing, many American women still strive 
for that designer look and have no prob- 
lem buying knockoffs, or cheaper copies, 
according to a new survey released Tues- 
day 

Three-quarters of the women questioned 
in the poll admitted that they had knowingly 
purchased a counterfeit designer fashion item, 
and many said they had as many as five fake dresses, 
handbags, wallets, pieces of jewelry or pairs of shoes. 

More than half bought knockoffs because they couldn’t afford 
the designer label, while 37 percent wanted to im- 
press their friends or family But 9 percent simply 
couldn’t tell the difference. 

‘As demand for designer fashion and ac- 
cessories has increased, so has the demand 
for knockoff designer goods,” said Mark 
Pearson, the chairman of couponcodes4u. 
com, which conducted the poll. 

“While it may be satisfying for those con- 
sumers who can afford to purchase designer 
goods outright, many Americans are turning to 
knock off pieces to fit in, without the expen- 
sive price tag,” he added in a statement. 

Handbags and wallets were the most 
popular items, with about a third of the 
2,105 women questioned in the poll 
saying they had purchased them. 

Nearly a quarter had bought 
fake designer dress, and roughly 
20 percent purchased knockoff 
jewelry or shoes.

OGASAWARA, Japan For centu- 
ries the giant squid has been the 
stuff of legend, but now, for the first 
time ever, scientists have collected 
footage of a giant squid in its natural 
habitat, thousands of feet below the 
ocean’s surface. 

‘1\11 of us were so amazed at what 
it looked like,” Edie Widder, a marine 
biologist who was part of the video- 
making mission, told the Los Angeles 
Times. “It looked carved out of metal. 
And it would change from being silver 
to gold. It was just breathtaking.” 

Scientists encountered the squid in 
the Pacific Ocean, near the Ogasawara 
archipelago of Japan. They first saw 
the squid at a depth of 2,066 feet and 
followed it down to a depth of 2,952 
feet before it swam down into the inky 
abyss, Agence France-Presse reports. 

“It was shining and so beautiful,” 
Tsunemi Kubodera, a squid expert and 
researcher for Japan’s National Science 
Museum, told AFP. “I was so thrilled 
when I saw it firsthand, but I was con- 
fident we would because we rigorously 
researched the areas we might find it, 


based on past data.” 

Kubodera, who has spent 10 years 
filming underwater in this part of the 
world, was one of the lucky scientists 
to be in the small submarine when the 
footage was collected in July 2012. 

The squid caught on video is 9 feet 
long, but it is also missing its two 
longest tentacles. If those tentacles 
were stiU intact, the squid could have 


measured as much as 26 feet long, Ku- 
bodera told the AFP 

“This squid has an eye that is bigger 
than your head,” said "Widder, who de- 
veloped the bioluminescent lure. “It is 
a visual predator. And that is what we 
were taking advantage of: They’ve been 
so elusive before because every time 
we’ve gone to explore they see us with 
our bright white fights and stay away”

Meet your 2013 Western Conference cham- 
pion Chicago Blackhawks! 

Well, virtually that is. The real Hawks 
haven’t laced up their skates in eight months, 
because of the NHL lockout. In the mean- 
time, RedEye has employed EA’s “NHL 13” to 
simulate the season. But since the 113-day labor 
mess ended Sunday and a shortened season be- 
gins soon, we thought we’d show you how the 
virtual Hawks fared— including their improb- 
able run to the Stanley Cup Einals. 

The Hawks had a blazing start, going unde-

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Ride the gravy train 


It’s official: Chicago is 
in love with poutine 

By Kate Bernot and Lisa Arnett i redeye 
Poutine may be a Canadian invention, but 
Chicago certainly has embraced the gravy- 
and-cheese-topped French fry dish. So much 
so, in fact, that the city is welcoming its first 
Poutine Fest in February. 

Put on by three Chicago poutine enthusi- 
asts, the Feb. 24 festival will bring together 
chefs from all types of restaurants — from 
gastropubs such as The Gage to 
fine-dining spots such as El 
Ideas — for an indulgent, 
gravy-soaked throw- 
down. 

“Having so many 
restaurants involved 
allows them to put 
their own spin on 
it,” said one of the 
organizers, MeHssa 
Karlin, adding that she 
doesn’t expect every 
chef to stick to the gravy- 
and-cheese formula. 

She and fest co-founders 
Rebecca Skoch and Molly O’SulHvan 
have recruited nearly a dozen restaurants 
for the competition, which will take place 
at Haymarket Pub & Brewery in the West 
Loop. Attendees will choose a crowd favorite 
and a panel of judges will also select a winner. 

Tickets, which will include beers and pou- 
tine samples, will go on sale soon, and those 
who sign up for the festival’s email list will get 
first priority. 

If the thought of eating multiple plates of 


fries topped with meat and cheese sounds 
daunting, the organizers have some tips. 

“Eat salad the day before,” advised Karlin. 
“But portion sizes will be manageable. We’re 
not trying to give anyone cardiac arrest.” 

Of course, this isn’t Chicago’s first ride on 
the gravy train. In 2009, we started seeing 
the dish pop up on a number of bar menus, 
from Small Bar in Wicker Park and The 
Rocking Horse in Logan Square. Restaurants 
such as Bite Cafe, Old Oak Tap and Bangers 
Ift Lace added on top and turned it into | 

brunch disll| . 

More recently, we’ve seen a 
second wave of poutine popu- 
larity hit the city Alpana 
Singh’s new River North 
wine bar. The Boarding 
House, serves a lobster 
version, while Uptown 
chicken restaurant The 
Pecking Order added a 
smoked gouda-topped 
version during brunch. 
StreeterviUe cafe Local 
Root opened last fall 
with an entire section of its 
menu dedicated to poutine, 
including a salty-sweet version 
with bacon and caramel. When Gold 
Coast restaurant Little Market Brasserie 
opens later this month, it will serve short rib- 
cognac poutine. 

Perhaps the most dedicated is Badhappy 
Poutine Shop, which opened last spring and 
touts poutine as its main focus. 

New Year’s resolutions be damned, it looks 
like the poutine party is here to stay
